PONTOON BEACH — The 
Madison County Sheltered Care 
Home for persons who no longer 
are able to function independent- 
ly at home probably will close if 
the 2% cent tax rate limit 
increase fails to pass in the 
March 15 election. 

Laura Blotevogel, director: of 
nursing at the county-operated 
shelter home, addressed the 
Board of Trustees Tuesday 
night, urging support for the ref- 
erendum’s passage. 

The measure seeks voter 
approval for an increase of 2% 
cents’ per $100 assessed valua- 
tion, she said. The present tax 
levied for the shelter care home, 
which opened in 1865, is 2% 
cents per $100 valuation. The 
county nursing home also 
receives support from this tax. 

lf approved, the rate limit 
change could lead to a tax rise 
of $3.45 annually for a family 
owning a $46,000 home assessed 
at one-third of value. 

Blotevogel said there are 60 
residents at the shelter care 
facility and only 13 of those are 
private-paying residents who can 
afford to pay the $825 monthly

ested disciplines emphasized 
seltcontrol and selfi improve- 
ment. Now it is time to move 
outward from self to others. 

Unless individual prayer, 
knowledge and self-control are 
useful to human society, they. 
risk being unfaithful to God. 
where does one begin? 


Several biblical patterns moti- 
vate us to avoid contentment 
with private spiritual gains. 
There is no indication in either 
scripture or tradition that Mary 
and Joseph, or even Jesus, talk- 
ed about the events we celebrate 
as Christmas. So- one must 
assume that the shepherds and 
wise men accepted the revela- 
tion they received as a matter to 
be shared with those not present. 
Because the shepherds and wise 
men talked, Christmas belongs 
to us as well as to them. 

The approaching celebration of 
Easter would-be impossible if 
the visitors to the empty tomb 
had kept the revelation to them- 
selves. The good news we hear 
again at Easter is not a secret to 
be kept. It is a command to “‘Go 
and tell.’ 

The Psalms are prayers of 
individuals made public for our 
benefit. The conversations of 
God and the prophets were not 
private, but were meant to be 


heard and used by the world. 
Talking and telling are the 
rule. Secrecy and privacy are 
the exception. 
> Clearly, then, every Christian 
following the examples of scrip- 
~ture has an obligation to speak 


about the spiritual lessons 
learned by reading, studying and 
experience. 


Some people say that actions 
speak louder than words. Some 
say that talk is less effective 
than deeds. Some use those 
—apy t_truths to_excuse_them- 
selves from the obligation of 
sharing their faith experience in 
words. 

But is it really true that words 
are weaker than acts; that deeds 
outlast talk? Abraham Lincoln 
said at the dedication of the 
National. Cemetery at Gettys- 
burg, ‘““The world will little note, 
nor long remember, “what we say 
here; but it can never forget 
what they did here.’’ He was 
wrong. His words have endured. 


In fact, without words, the 
acts would have ded beyond 
recall. 


What better time than Lent 
will come to practice the conver- 
sion of private experience to 
public witness?

The deliv- 
ery was video-taped by an agent 
for the Metropolitan Enforce- 
ment Group of Southern Illinois. - 

Allen said a problem in the 
way Brule’s defense was handled 
became evident after the convic- 
tion. When that happens, the 
Savion can be changed, Allen 
said.

“There’s nothing unusual 
about this,” Allen said. 

Haine said, “In treating this 
matter the way he did; Dick 
Allen thumbed ‘his nose at the 
state ‘laws as to controlled drugs 


Allen said he agreed to change 
the charge because Brule’s 
attorney, John Gitchoff, Granite 
City, had not interviewed wit- 
nesses who could have. testified 
Brule did not know what was 
being delivered. 

In an affidavit filed Feb. 18, 
1986, Gitchoff stated the witness 
for Brule ‘‘could have been sub- 
poenaed, (but) counsel failed to 
do so; counsel failed to contact 
and interview the other wit- 
nesses, and now recognizes he 
should have done so.”

Because of Thomas’ question, 
Burke earlier in the -week 
requested clarification from the 
State’s attorney’s office.
